THOUGHTS ON FILING A 
SECOND AMENDMENT 
LAWSUIT 

—By Brian Puckett 

I have received numerous requests for 
information regarding how to file lawsuits 
claiming violations of the Second Amendment. 

For the moment, the simplest response I 
can give is that you consider utilizing the text 
k of the Emerson case in Texas as a model for 
your claims. To view this case go to 
http://www.txnd.uscourts.gov/ and click on 
“Notable Cases.” Emerson is easy to read and 
understand even for the layman. Pursuant to a 
conversation with attorney Larry Becraft 
(becraft@hiwaay.net) I suggest that you (1) 
utilize an attorney experienced in state and/or 
federal level litigation, and (2) locate a court 
with judges likely to rule in your favor. If the 
above items are not possible I say file the case 
anyway. The alternative is to do nothing, which 
will get you nothing. The worst that can happen 
is that you will end up before an unfriendly 
judge who will rule against you no matter how 
good a case you place before him, in which 
case you appeal. Your appeal may end up 
before a favorable appellate judge. In any 
event, lower court decisions mean little these 
days in terms of setting a legal precedent. It is 
in the appeals courts that the stakes are raised, 
and we are shooting for review by the Supreme 
Court, which in our situation is the only one 
that really matters any more - win or lose. 

As for unconstitutional “laws” which 
violate your right to keep and bear arms, every 
city and state has numerous such laws which 
may be filed against. 

High on the list of federal “laws” is the 
Crime Bill of 1994, which affects all Americans 
and violates your right to own firearms and 
magazines (militia weapons) specifically 
protected by the Second Amendment. The law 
in question is: Title XI, Public Law 103-322, 
the Violent Crime Control and Law Enforce- 
ment Act of 1994 (94F-022P). 


As for laws which may be used 
AGAINST officials, cities, counties, and states 
which are violating your rights, these statutes 
might be utilized: 

(1) Under federal law 18 US Code 242, it 
is illegal for anyone under the color of law to 
deprive any person of the rights, privileges or 
immunities secured by the U.S. Constitution. 
This includes the rights guaranteed in the 
Second Amendment. 

(2) Under 18 USC 241 it is illegal to 
conspire to violate such rights, and it is a felony 
punishable by up to 10 years in prison. Any 
two or more lawmakers who propose laws 
which violate the Second Amendment or who 
vote for such laws are in violation of this law. 
This could be applied to local, state, or federal 
law enforcement and military personnel who 
abuse the rights of citizens. Every state has a 
similar law. 

(3) US Code, Title 42, Ch. 21, Subch I, 
Section 1985, (3). Depriving persons of rights 
or privileges. If two or more persons in any 
State or Territory conspire or go in disguise on 
the highway, or on the premises of another, for 
the purpose of depriving, either directly or 
indirectly, any person or class of persons of the 
equal protection of the laws, .or of equal privi- 
leges and immunities under the laws; or if two 
or more persons conspire to prevent by force, 
intimidation, or threat, any citizen who is 
lawfully entitled to vote, from giving his 
support or advocacy in a legal manner, toward 
or in favor of the election of any lawfully quali- 
fied person as an elector for President of Vice 
President, or as a Member of Congress of the 
United States; or to injure any citizen in person 
or property on account of such support or 
advocacy in any case of conspiracy set forth in 
this section, if one or more persons engaged 
therein do, or cause to be done, whereby 
another in injured in his person or property, or 
deprived of having or exercising any right or 
privilege of a citizen of the United States, the 
party so injured or deprived may have an action 
for the recovery of damages occasioned by such 


injury or deprivation, against any one or more 
of the conspirators. 

(4) US Code, Title 42, Ch. 21, Subch. I, 
Section 1983. Evei^ person who, under color 
of any statute, ordinance, regulation, custom, or 
usage, of any State or territory or the District of 
Columbia, subjects, or causes to be subjected, 
any citizen of the United States or other 
persons within the jurisdiction thereof to the 
deprivation of any rights, privileges, or 
immunities secured by the Constitution and 
laws, shall be liable to the party injured in an 
action at law, suit in equity, or other proper 
proceeding for redress. For the purposes of this 
section, any Act of Congress applicable exclu- 
sively to the District of Columbia shall be 
considered to be a statute of the District of 
Columbia. 

(5) US Code, Title 42, Ch 21, Subch. I, 
Section 1986: Action for neglect to prevent. 
Every' person who, having knowledge that any 
of the wrongs conspired to be done, and 
mentioned in section 1985 of this title, are 
about to be committed, and having power to 
prevent or aid in preventing the commission of 
the same, neglects or refuses so to do, if such 
wrongful act be committed, shall be liable to 
the party injured, or his legal representatives, 
for all damages caused by such wrongful act, 
which such person by reasonable diligence 
could have prevented; and such damages may 
be recovered in an action on the case; and any 
number of persons guilty of such wrongful 
neglect or refusal may be joined as defendants 
in the action; and if death of any party be 
caused by any party be caused by any such 
wrongful act and neglect, the legal representa- 
tives of the deceased shall have such action 
therefor, and may recover not exceeding $5,000 
damages therein, for the benefit of the widow 
of the deceased, if there be one. and if there be 
no widow then for the benefit of the next of kin 
of the deceased. But no action under the provi- 
sions of this section shall be sustained which is 
not commenced within one year after the cause 
of action has accrued.

Again, the rep pleaded with John to back 
off and to stop making copies. He then invited 
him to come down to Virginia to "... work 
things out.” Telling him, “There are some 
things I can't discuss over the phone.” John 
declined the invitation. 

Now for the strange part. During the 
conversation John quipped, “One of your 
buddies called me from New York yesterday 
and cussed me out.” He said it as a joke, 
believing there was no connection. However, 
the NAACP rep said, “Oh, he called you from 
New York but he actually lives in Mobile. ” — 
Hmm, could it be someone from the race 
baiting $100 million Southern Poverty Law 
Center, who actually lives in Montgomery, the 
SPLC’s home town? An associate of the 
beloved Morris Dees himself? Nah. 

Let’s back up here for a moment. Here’s 
a NAACP representative out of Virginia who 
had full knowledge of the threatening phone 
call out of New York.

LAWYERS, NOT LAW, NOW 
CONTROL THE NATION

In the early days of this country, most of 
the people in Congress were ordinary citizens- 
businessmen, farmers, teachers, shopkeepers 
and the like. Today, most of the people in 
Congress are lawyers... career politicians. 

This is not an improvement. Before I 
explain why, let me hasten to say that there are 
some lawyers who are wonderful people. 
However, they are exceptions to the general 
rule. 

As a group, lawyers run America. As 
legislators, they make the laws; as judges, they 
interpret the laws; and as public administrators 
and private practitioners, they implement the 
law. 

We have said of ourselves that we are a 
nation governed by laws, not by men. While 
that once may have been true, it is no longer. 

Theoretically, the Constitution controls 
laws and lawmakers. In practice, however, the 
Constitution has been rendered largely irrele- 
vant by legal sophistry and selective 
interpretation. 

For example, the 1 0th Amendment to the 
Constitution, which limits the power of the 
federal government, was not repealed — it was 
simply abandoned. At the other extreme, a 
simple clause in the Constitution dealing with 
interstate commerce was expanded to mean the 
federal government could do essentially 
anything it wanted to do. 

In a review of M. Stanton Evan’s brilliant 
book The Theme Is Freedom , Archis P. Jones 
writes of the “pagan theory of kingship, which 
claimed that the monarch should be account- 
able to no man, that he should rule without 
limits on his power and that he should be free 
to make the law whatever he willed it to be.” 

Thanks to the legal profession, an 
ominous parallel to the “pagan theory of 
kingship” has developed in America, where the 
collective will of the people is ignored, limits 
on federal power have disappeared and the law 
is what our lawgivers say it is. 


Consistently, Americans have voted for 
change, but nothing changes. The people want 
term limits, but they can’t have them. They 
want a balanced-budget amendment to the 
Constitution, but it is denied. They want an end 
to government-mandated racial discrimination, 
but it continues. They want smaller govern- 
ment, genuine tax relief and campaign reform -- 
but to no avail. 

They want control of children returned to 
the parents, they want prayer in school, they 
want a rest from open borders and open 
families, they want an end to government 
sanctioned infanticide — but nothing changes. 

They did not want NAFTA and GAIT or 
the World Trade Organization, but they got 
them anyway. They did not want American 
troops sent to Haiti or Somalia or Bosnia, but 
they were sent nevertheless. They wanted less 
involvement with the United Nations, but they 
got more. 

The American people have been lawyered 
into abject submission. T hey are alienated from 
the government, no longer believing it belongs 
to them. Cynicism is widespread. 

Lawyers, as a rule, never tilled a field, 
repaired an automobile, built a product, 
managed a profit-and-loss business, competed 
in international markets, planned a manufactur- 
ing facility or, generally speaking, added 

anything of tangible value to the gross national 
product. ' * 

They are power brokers who deal in 
abstractions and theories. They are schooled in 
closed systems of logic that have no touch 
points with reality. They speak a strange 

language that they themselves do not under- 
stand. All the signs of common sense have been 
thoroughly hammered out of their minds by 
years of intensive training. 

These are the people who make our 
economic decisions, handle our budgets, 

negotiate our trade deals, oversee our military 
strategy, design our social programs, regulate 
our businesses, mandate our private behavior 
and redistribute our wealth. 

Taken as a whole, the legal profession 
benefits from what laws are written and the way 
they are written. The more unintelligible the 
laws are and the more bereft they are of 
common sense, the more they serve the finan- 
cial interests of lawyers. T he conflict of interest 
is palpable. 

Trial lawyers are the worst of the sorry 
lot. Our courts have become nothing more than 
games of winning and losing, played at the 
expense of justice. 

Spare me the sophisms about the beauty 
of adversarial proceedings. Pur system of 
justice has been perverted by a group of 
unaccountable, irresponsible, preening and 
strutting, publicity-driven, money-grubbing, 
egomaniacal, swell-headed lawyers playing 
king-of-the-hill. 

Jesus judges legalists harshly. He blasted 
the whole group of them in Luke 1 1 :46: “Woe 
unto you also, ye lawyers! For ye lade men with 


burdens grievous to be borne, and ye 
yourselves touch not the burdens with one of 
your fingers.” 

Jesus was so upset that a few verses later, 
he added this: “Woe unto you, lawyers! For ye 
have taken away the key of knowledge: ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them that were 
entering in ye hindered.” 

We were warned. 

Ed.: is the problem lawyers, or lawyers 

who disrespect the law? Most of the founders 
were lawyers, and they created the greatest 
political document in history. It seems a 
waste of time to fulminate against any one 
group, when we could be working with princi- 
pled lawyers to restore that document. 

Anthrax & Admiral Crowe 

On March 11, 1997 the FDA warned 
Michigan Biologic Products Institute, the 
government's sole anthrax vaccine producer, 
that it would shut the operation down unless 
immediate action was taken to correct 
deficiencies. 

The problems were not corrected and on 
Feb. 16, 1999 the UPl reported that "a plea 
from the Pentagon helped convince Michigan 
officials to delay the shutdown... State Health 
Director James Haveman says the state-owned 
MBPI will continue making the vaccine being 
given to U.S. active and reserve military 
personnel" (to protect -them from biological 
weapons, including the deadly anthrax virus). 
Efforts to sell MBPI to a pharmaceutical 
company for $10 million failed, and an 
emergency bill to maintain the lab through 
September was signed by Gov. John Engler. 

On June 3 UPI reported that MBPI is 
about to be sold to an investment firm headed 
by William J. Crowe, a retired admiral and 
former chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and ambassador to the United Kingdom under 
Pres. Reagan. A member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations and Trilateral Commission, 
Crowe is also a Princeton University trustee 
and a Texaco director. 

The state of Michigan says it has 
accepted a $25 million bid from a subsidiary of 
Maryland-based InterVac for MBPI. The sale 
to Intervac subsidiary BioPort is expected to 
close this summer, following approval from the 
State Administrative Board and First Michigan 
bank. Contract details are secret. 

Crowe, the lead investor in BioPort, told 
UPI that, with the ongoing threat of biological 
attacks, sales of the anthrax vaccine could 
expand beyond the United States. He said, "We 
think the market is going to be pretty good." 
Under the deal, the Lansing-based lab and its 
184 workers would be offered shares in 
BioPort, which was created just for the deal. 
MBPI Chairman Dennis Schornack says the lab 
has lost as much as $5 million annually for 
several years. 

InterVac, with Crowe as director, owns 
58% of BioPort. The purchase was structured 


to includes $3.25 million in cash at closing, 
$12.1 million in secured notes, $4.6 million in 
rabies vaccine and immune globulin donations 
to the state and $5 million in royalties over five 
years. 

So...Adm. Crowe's firm owns 58% of a 
market that has NO competition, and has a 
contract with the Feds for injecting the entire 
military force. 

According to BioPort MBPI incurred 
huge losses from a redevelopment process, and 
is five months behind production schedule. To 
get back to speed, BioPort claims it needs to 
increase the price per dose from $3 to $10-12. 

Let's do a little math. The original cost of 
the vaccination was $3 x 2,400,000 soldiers X 
6 injections per soldier, roughly $43 million.. 
Adm. Crowe's company needs NOW to make 4 
TIMES this amount, just to make ends meet? 
Let's see; that'd be about $170 million. 

You see just HOW WELL the DOD's 
anthrax plan is orchestrated? Such sacrifices in 
the interest of national security, eh? At what 
human sacrifice? Very grisly.

A RETURN OF THE

According to reporter Jon Dougherty of 
WorldNetDaily, “A group opposed to the provi- 
sions of the 1934 National Firearms Act is 
planning a lawsuit to force the federal govern- 
ment to amend or repeal the 65-year-old law.” 

The group, known as the “1934 Group” 
claims the law is “...an illegal unfunded federal 
mandate and tax requirement.” 

It’s not illegal to own a machine gun in 
America today, however, to own one the NFA 
of 1934 requires a $200 tax and a lot of red 
tape and paper work. As to the tax the BATF is 
pretty insistent on collecting it; that’s one of the 
excuses they used to go after the Branch David- 
ians. 

“We 1 re willing to do what most other 
organizations are unwilling to do — help 
manufacturers , dealers and consumers of 
NFA items exclusively, 91 said Kel Whelen, 
director of the 1934 Group. 

Speaking to WorldNetDaily , Whelen said 
that the proposed suit "... will not center exclu- 
sively on the Second Amendment because if it 
did, we don 9 t think we 9 d get very far. There 
are a number of provisions and constitutional 
amendments, including the Second Amend- 
ment, in question here. We just think it's time 
this law went away. 


“The nice pari about this suit is it will 
have many plaintiffs , each with their own 
argument Unreasonable search and seizure , 
Fifth Amendment issues , restraint of trade 
from a retailer’s perspective, restraint of trade 
from a the buyer’s , tax privacy issues , 10th 
Amendment, 14th Amendment, Second 
Amendment and so on.

ANTHRAX 
COURT-MARTIALS 

Pvt. Eric Myers, a 
Marine stationed in Camp 
Pendleton, has been court 
martialed. He received a 
sentence of 30 days confine- 
ment, forfeiture of $400 in 
pay and a bad conduct 
discharge. His crime? He 
refused to receive an anthrax 
vaccination. 

“I stood up for myself 
and my health , I think that’s 
a right people have regard- 
less if they are in the 


military,” said Myers after his conviction, 
which is on appeal. 

Also, Zachary A. Johnson, a sailor, 
received a 45-day sentence (though he served 
only 10 days through a plea bargain), and a bad 
conduct discharge. “I still think the order to 
take the vaccine is wrong,” said Johnson. (Ed.: 
this is serious. Adm. Crowe’s investment could 
be in danger. See the related anthrax story on 
page 4.) 

The Pentagon has reported 79 adverse 
reactions to the vaccine so far; all have recov- 
ered. 

On a closing note it should be mentioned 
that the late sports announcer Howard Cosell, 
upon joining the Navy at the beginning of 
W.W.II, had an allergic reaction to a vaccine 
that left him with body tremors for the rest of 
his life. This explains his bad sports reporting 
from ringside. 

USED POLICE WEAPONS 
TURNING UP AT CRIME 
SCENES 

We’ve reported on this before — police 
pistols sold or exchanged for a discount for 
new ones to gun dealers who in turn resell them 
to the public. To date, some 1,100 former 
police guns were used to commit crime. The 



latest is a Glock 26 used to kill the postal 
worker after the Jewish Community Center 
shooting in California. 

The 1,100 number may be low. Howard 
Andrews of Columbia University believes this 
number may be only “the tip of the iceberg.” 

These statistics will not sit too well in 
court with the lawsuits filed by 26 municipali- 
ties against firearms manufacturers, when it’s 
revealed that their own police departments are 
involved in the gun trade.
